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HE WANTS 10 COME. 
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Mr. Cleveland Says He Will Visit Augusta 
if He Can Get Off. 


CONGRESSMEN QUIT AND GO HOME. 


There Was Filibustering Up to the 
Very Last Moment. 


SESSION GLERKS ARE LEFT ON PAY 


Speaker Crisp Declared the House Ad- 
journed, While tho Senate Was 
Considering Nominations. 


Washington, November 3.—(Special.)— 
President Cleveland will probably go to 
Augusta. He says he wants to go, and 
he is going. if it it possible for him to leave 
Washington. He made this siatement to 
the Augusta delegation who called upon him 
this morning. They were accompanied by 
Speaker Crisp, Messrs. Black, Turner and 
Cabaniss of the Georgia delegation and 
several members of the South Carolina del- 
egation. Mr. Jobn Hl. JIuman was also 
with the delegation. They were received 
by the president in his private office at 10:50 
o'clock. Mr. Wash Jed the party. He 
shook hands with the president who greet- 
ed him cordially. ‘The president shook 
bands with each member of the delega- 
tion. The handshaking concluded, the del- 
egation formed a semicircle about the pres- 
ident, and Mr, Walsh advanced to the 
front and, as the spokesman of the delega- 
tion, extended the invitation. 

ln the course of his remarks, Colonel 
Walsh said that the delegation represented 
in part the states of Georgia and South 
Carolina, and had come to Washington to 
invite the president and Mrs. Cleveland to 
Augusta. 

“Our exposition,” said Mr. Walsh, “will 
be, to several states in the south, what the 
world’s fair was to the nation. ‘The south 
needs cupital for the development of her 
unrivaled resources. ‘There is no locality 
in our country so rich in possibilities for 
manufacturing development as the south. 
We have an abundance of raw material 
and our natural advantages are very great. 
In coal, iron, timber, cotton and in water 
power and climatic advantages, there is no 
section which presents superior attractions 
or inducements for settlements and invest- 
ments. This exposition will show the va- 
ried products of field, forest, mine and 
factory, and we are earnestly desirous of 
securing your preseuce in order that you 
may be enabled to make a deliverance to 
the whole country that will be productive 
of lasting benefits to the south. 

“Qur people are exceedingly anxious for 
you to accept the invitation, and as evVi- 
dence of this, the general assembly of Geor- 
gia yesterday afternoon passed resolutions 
diviting vowarnd your-earbinet te attend or 
exposition and state fair. If you are not 
prepared, Mr. President, to answer athrm- 
alively today, we earnestly request that 
you will take our invitation under consider- 
ation, and, if possible, comply with the re- 
quest.” 

After Mr. Walsh had _ finished “speak- 
jug. Representative Turner addressed a few 
words to the president, urging him earnest- 
ly to accept the invitation and his efforts 
were ably seconded by Speaker Crisp in a 
few well chosen words. It was suggested 
that if the president could not make a 
stuy of more than a day, he might be able 
to make a hurried trip to the fair and be 
absent from Washington for only forty-eight 
hours. 

Biased in Augusta's Favor. 

The-president’s manner towards his visi- 
tors indicated tou them that he was inclined 
to accede to their wishes, if public business 
would permit, which, however, was Very 
uncertain. He gladdened their hearts by 
telling them that he was_ biased in their 
favor. : 

The president in an informal manner 
asked several questions about the date ot 
the exposition. He said it would be 1m- 
possible for him to leave Washington be- 
fore the meeting of the regular session of 
congress on December 4th. Hie would 
have to devote the intervening time to the 
preparation of his Message. fle, however, 
Wanted to Augusta. He wants 
meet the people there, and see the exposi- 
tion. and he would go between December 
dth anid ih, if he found it possilrie to 
leave Washington at that time. While the 
president was making his remarks he stood 
vp with his feet crossed, leaning against 
the back of his big armehair. He lias 
grown much thinner in the last two months. 
He hus probably lost fifty pounds and is 
really looking remarkably well now. After 
a few questions and answers the main 
portion of the delegation filed out. 

fColonel Brauch Admires Nerve. 

Colonel Thomas P. Branch, of Augusta, 
who had not had the opportunity to do 
any of the talking, then approached the 
president, whom he had met before, grasp- 
ed him by the hand and said: “Grover I 
am goad you won, lam giad you won, I like 
your nerve, sir.” 

The president smiled and returned a ecor- 
dial “thank you.” When the delegation 
had filed out of the room they met severa’ 
members of the cabinet and each ang 
every ole promised to urge the president 
to.uttend the exposition. Secretaries Gres- 
bam, Lamont and Smith each = said they 
believed the president would ‘accept. 

Mr. Hutcheson Filibustered. 

The first and extra session of the fifty- 
third congress having concluded the busi- 
— it Was called together for, adjourned 
at o oclock this afternoon. The bad tem- 
per which had characterized the Session in 
the senate was exhibited today in the house. 
Mr. Huicheson, of ficht 
against the resolution to pay the session 
clerks for the entire month of November, 
He, however, fell down in his efforts at 
filibustering and the resolution passed the 
house. »y the Senate it was attached to 
the urgency deficiency bill. The senate 
then insisted upon its amendment to the 
urgent deficiency paying its clerks for two 
extra months in 1890. ‘The house refused 
to allow this. 

Early in the day the senate had passed 
the resolution to adjourn at 3 o'clock, and 
at 2:00 o'clock it sent another resolution 
to the house, providing to extend the time 
for adjourning to half past 4 o'clock. Mr. 
Hutcheson, of Texas, demanded a second 
io this and while the vote was being taken 
by tellers the hour of 3 o'clock arrived and 
Speaker Crisp declared the extra session of 
congress adjourned sine die. 

Clerks Will Have to Wait. 
senate at the time was in executive 
attempting to confirm nominations. 
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As soon as it heard that the house had 
gujourned, of course it was foreed to ad- 
journ, leaving about 100 nominations un- 
acted upon and the urgent deficiency bill 
died with the session. Thus the clerks wil 
pot cet paid for this mouth and the special 
government employes, whose salaries were 
provided for in this bill, will have to wait 


‘until the regular session for an appropria- 


tion for their salaries. Mr. Hutcheson’s 
filibustering will also force the president to 
the necessity of again making all the nomi- 
nations which went over unacted upon. 


How They Voted. 

Now that the repeal dill has become a 
law and silver purchases have ceased, it 
will be interesting to those who have 
studied the question and kept up with 
the action of congress to read the following 
facts about the votes in the two houses. 
The figures were prepared from the official 
record. 

The Free Coinage Vote.

republicans, 13; populists, 8. Against— 
democrats, 114; republicans, 113. On the 
Bland-Allison bill the vote was: For—

110. On repeal the vote was: I*or—demo- 
erats, 138; republicans, 101. Against— 
democrats, 76; republicans, 24; populists, 8. 

In the senate the votes were on free 
silver: For—democrats, 18; republicans, 
7: populists, 5. Against—democrats, 18; re- 
publicans, 21. On the Bland-Allison bill: 
lor—democrats, 20; republicans, 10; pop- 
ulists, 3. Against—democrats, 17; republi- 
cans, 20. On repeal: For—democrats, 20; 
republicans, 23. Against—democrats, 19; 
republicans, 10; populists, 3. 

Vote by States. 

‘Twelve states voted solidly in the house 
and senate for repeal, They were: Con- 
necticut, Delaware, Indiana, Maryland, 
New Jersey, New York and Wisconsin, 
which gave Cleveland a plurality of o,- 
459 votes in 1892, and Maine, Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire, Rhode Island and 
Vermont, which gave Harrison a plurality 
of GS,SSL votes. 

I’ive states voted solidly in both houses 
against repeal. They were Colorado. Ida- 
ho, Kansas and Nevada, which gave Weav- 
er a plurality of 27.212 votes, and South 
Dakota, which gave Harrison a plurality 
of 8,544 votes, though all the votes which 
Montana cast were against it. Harrison's 
plurality in this state was 1,270. 

Three states, Colorado, Idaho and Neva- 
da, were solid for free silver, and all the 
votes of Montana were cast the same way. 

Ten states, Delaware, Maine, Maryland, 
Massachusetts. New Hampshire, New Jer- 
sey, New York, Rhode Island, Vermont 
and Wisconsin voted solidly against free 
silver, 


In the 


Original House Vote. 

In the original vote in the house eighty- 
two of the 132 votes for free silver, ninety 
of the 136 votes for the Bland-Allison bill 
and sixty-five of the 108 votes against re- 
peal were by members from Alabama, Ar- 
kansas, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Lonisi- 
ana, Mississippi, Missouri, North Carolina, 
Sotith Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and Vir- 
ginia, which gave Cleveland a plurality of 
674.837 votes contributed to his plurality 
in the whole country of 382,956. In the 
sepate the democratic representatives of 
the same states, with the exception of Lou- 
isiana., gave seventeen of the thirty-two 
votes against repeal, eighteen of the thirty- 
three votes for th@\Blaud-Allison bill, and 
sixteen of the twenty-eight votes for free 
coinage. Three of these states were divid- 
ed jin the senate, Kentucky, North Carolina 
and ‘Texas, on the last two propositions, 
and but one vote was Cast by Texas on the 
tirst. while Virginia was divided on the 
last. In the house a majority of the mem- 
bers from Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, 
Mississippi, Missouri, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and Vir- 
for free silver, Itwentucky and 
being equally divided, Ilorida 
being against, and West Virginia giving 
a wajority against. North Carolina was 
solid fur it with the exception of the one 
republican, Majorities against repeal were 
also given by all these states except Flori- 
da, equally divided, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Virginia and West Virginia. 
Ilorida’s sénators were directly opposed to 
‘jorida’s representatives on the free silver

Sargeant Says the Men Insist Upon an 
Advance Being Made. 


THEY MEET MAJOR FINK TODAY. 


Someone Will Have to Yield or 
There Will Bea Strike. 


THE EMPLOYES SEEM TO BE UNITED. 


All@the Orders Are Represénted at the 
East Tennessee’s Headquarters—The 
Crisis Is at Hand. 


Knoxville, Tenn., November 3.—(Special.) 
It looks very much as though there will be 
an extensive strike on the East Tennessee 
lines within the next few days. 

There will certainly be trouble if the men 
and the officers of the road mean what 
they have said to newspaper reporters for 
publication. 

The situation in brief is this: Major 
link, receiver of the road, has stated pusi- 
tively that the 10 per cent reduction will 
not be revoked. 

‘The men, according to Chief Sargeant, 
their authorized representative, deciare as 
emphatically that they will not work under 
the cut. 

Que side or the other must give way or 
there will surely be a strike, involving hun- 
dreds of ‘employes of the road and creating 
a serious disturbance in the worsd of trade 
and traftic. The chiefs,of the different or- 
ganizations of the tr@inmen and other em- 
ployes will hold a conference with Major 
Fink some time tomorrow and on the re- 
sult of this conference will depend the fu- 
ture action of the road. There are many 
employes of the road prominent in the va- 
rious organizations in the city, anxiously 
awaiting the result of the conference. The 
three chiefs of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Trainmen have at last arrived. They 
came today from Atlanta, arriving at 11:15 
o'clock and were met at the Kast Tennes- 
see depot by the trainmen’s committee, 
which has been here during the past three 
weeks. 

Irom 2 to 4 o'clock the grievance com- 
mittee held a conference among themselves 
in the French & Roberts building. After the 
conference a reporter met. Chief Arthur at 
the Palace hote}. Mr. Arthur talked pleas- 
antly, but briefly, to the reporter on the 
condition of affairs. He referred the 
newspaper man to Mr. Sargeant as being 
their chairman, and said he was authorized 
to talk for publication. 

Mr. Sargeant States Their Side. 

Mr. Sargeant, who is chief of the firemen, 
talked as follows: “We held a consultation 
with our local committeemen this afternoon 
and our intention was to have a conference 
with Major Fink this afternoon, but on ae- 
count of Mr. Wilkinson, chief of the brake- 
men, being absent, we concluded not to act 
without him uniess he authorized one of us 
to represent him. Our conference this at- 
ternoon was to get from the men their opin- 
ions and views on the matter. The com- 
mitteemen tell us the men wid not work 
under the reduction now in effect. 

“Their reasons are: First, they say they 
were at the beginning working at a lower 
rate than prevailed on connecting lines, 
and their wages were low enough, and a 
10 per cent reduction would make their 
pay so small they could not live. Not 
only have they been cut in pay but trains 
have been taken off so that many of our 
men can make but few runs, and when they 
do not run and make mileage’ they do not 
make money. Rather than submit they 
would seek employment elsewhere, is what 
they say to us. 

Confer with Major Fink Today. 

“Tomorrow we will visit Major Fink. 
Mr. Wilkinson has just telegraphed to Mr. 


Clark, chief of the conductors, to act for | 


him, so the conference will come up to 
morrow. When we visit Major Fink we 
are going to lay our case before him, and 
we hope a satisfactory settlement can be 
made. We do not desire to create an un- 
friendly feeling between the officials of the 
company and the employes, and we believe 
a satisfactory agreement can be reached.” 

Should Mr. Sargeant’s hope not be real- 
ized and the men refuse to work under the 
reduction, these committeemen will have to 
report to their respective divisions, when a 
vote on the matter will be taken and, if 
carried by a two-thirds majority, the chiefs 
of the orders will order the men to quit 
the company, Mr. Sargeant said.

KILLED THE CONDUCTOR. 


Seven Masked Men Roba Trainin Arkansas 
Bloodhounds on Their Trail. 

Little Rock, Ark., November 3.—Fast ex- 
press train No. 51, of the St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain andl Southern, known as the 
“Cannon Ball,” due here at 2:10 o'etock 
a. m., was held up and robbed by seven 
masked men, at Oliphant, Ark., seven miles 
north of Newport, at 10 o'clock tonight. 
Passenger Conductor J. P. McNally was 
shot and killed while trying to protect his 
train. 

Oliphant is a small umber town, of about 
GOO inhabitants, situated in a lonely timber 
district, in White county. When train No. 
Ol stopped at the station two men jumped 
on the engine and, pointing revolvers at the 
engineer and firemen, ordered them to keep 
still, threatening to blow their brains out 
if they moved a muscle. The other five sur- 
rounded the express car, the door of which 
was open, and at once began firing a wick- 
ed fusilade from their revolvers. Conduce- 
tor J. P. McNally drew his revolver and re- 
turned the robbers’ fire, but before he had 
succeeded in wounding any of them he was 
shot and killed. 

The robbers then entered the express ear, 
overpowered the messenger and looted the 
car. Leaving two men to guard the train- 
men, they proceeded to rob the passengers. 
They entered the coaches and sleepers and, 
at the point of a revolver, relieved all the 
passengers of their valuables. Then they 
left with a parting volley, taking a norther- 
ly direction. A telegram was at once sent 
to the sheriff at Newport, who formed a 
posse and started in pursuit. 

An engine was dispatched to Augusta 
for bloodhounds. ‘Telegrams were quickiy 
sent to Little Rock for assistance, and a spe- 
cial train left about 1 o’clock this morning,

They Say They Started for Thunderbolt. 
When Caught They Were Going 
in the Opposite Direction. 


Savannah, Ga., November 3.—(Special.)— 
Frank Armstrong and Steven H. Ejkins, 
two Savannah young men who ran off on 
Jast Wednesday with two horses and sad- 
dles belonging to Thomas IF. Gleason, a 
livery stable man, were caught today at 
Haleyondale, forty miles up the Central 
railroad. They hired the horses Wednes- 
day ostensibly to go to Thunderbolt and 
when they did not return that night, Mr. 
Gleason became anxious. 

Yesterday morning he started in pursuit 
of them and soon found that they had 
gone up the road leading to Millen. He 
worked the wires well and today they were 
held up about noon at the point of a shot- 
gun by D. J. Newton, of Halcyondale. 
Mr. Gleason brought them down tonight 
and placed them in jail here. They pre- 
tended when questioned about the matter 
to have started for Thunderbolt and lost 
the road, but there seems to be little doubt 
that they went off with the intention of 
selling the horses and skipping the country. 
Both of them are young and almost boys, 
one of them being about twenty and the 
other nineteen. Their families are well 
known here where they have lived for some- 
time. The prisoners seem to be unaware 
of the character of their offense and were 
not at all uneasy about the results. 
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LAST HOURS OF THE EXTRA SESSION. 


The Two Houses Get Into a Wrangle and 
Accomplish Little. 

Washington, November 3.—At 3 o'clock this 
afternoon the extraordinary gession of the 
tifty-third congress, after being in session 
sixty-seven days and three hours, adjourned. 

A wrangle between the house and senate 
over an appropriation to pay the senate ses- 
sion employes fur work done during the re- 
ceas of the fifty-first congress in 1890 caused 
a fuilure of the general deficiency bill and the 
bill providing for the payment of clerks and 
employes during the adjournment interval 
between the day and the convening of the 
regular session, December 4th, The senate 
was determined that this appropriation should 
be agreed to by the house, with the alterna. 
tive of sacrificing the deficiency bill, and 
Senator Cockrell, chairman of the appropria- 
tion committee, sent word that pot a dollar 
of the defiriency would be agreed to by the 
senate until the house aceepted this amend- 
ment, which had been tacked on to the de- 
ficiency bill. The final adjournment resolu- 
tion had been passed, and in this way the 
senate expected to force the house to yield. 

The Texans Blocked Proceedings. 

To make assurance doubly sure, the senate 
applied the same amendment on the senate 
bill, providing pay for session employes and 
cle"ks to meuybers during the recess and sent 
word that if their amendment was agreed to 
the deficiency bill would be released from con- 
ference, where it was being held as if In 
chancery by the senate. Inasmuch every 
menyber of the house was personally interested 
in the resolution to keep bis clerk on the pay 
roll during the recess, they thought they held 
the whip-hand, but the plan was defeated by 
a filibuster inaugurated by Mr. Hutchinson, 
of Texas. He was opposed to the original 
resolution to pay the employes of congress 
during the recess b.ll. He was easily out- 
seneraled by the parliamentarians who op- 
posed him. When the resolution came back 
to the house, however, with the senate amend- 
ment it was about 8 o'clock. Mr. Hutchinson 
saw that if he could hoid the Louse at bay 
for the space of a few minutes the adjourn- 
ment would give him victory. 

The senate was immediately notified of 
the situation in the house and a resolulon was 
hurriedly passed extending the time of ad- 
journment to 4:30 o'clock, but the effort came 
too late. 

Mr, Hutchinson, with Mr. Kilgore: on his 
left hand and Boen, the Nebraska populist, 
on his right, held his position until 3 o'clock, 
when the house, by its own previous action, 
+g declared by the speaker adjourned sine 
ie. 

While the house adjourned at 5 o'clock to 
the second, the senate also adjourning by 
resolution simultaneously, did net in reality 
adjourn until seven minutes later. 
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IN THE SENATE. 


Few Members Attend the Last Day's Session 
Which Was Short. 

The appearance of thé senate presented no 
unusual features this morning. The atten- 
dance was sinall, both of senators and spec- 
tators. 

Soon after the senate met Mr. Cockrell, 
from the committee on appropriations, re- 
ported favorably the house concurrent resolu- 
tion, providing for the adjournment of con- 
gress at 3 o'clock today, and asked for its 
present-consideration. 

Mr, Coke, democrat, of Texas, spoke in 
opposition to the resolution. Congress should 
not adjourn, he said, but should eontinué in 
session and should proceed in the transaction 
of public business. 

Mr. Dolph, republican, of Oregon, opposed 
an adjournment at this time. 

Mr. Harris, of Tennessee, for the reasons 
expressed by Mr. Coke. was opposed to ad- 
journment. Mr. Cockrell said he heartily 
concurred in what his distinguished col- 
leagues had said, but it was not worth while 
to talk when it was Known that quorums 
could not be kept in the senate and house for 
the transaction of business during the re- 
mainder of this month.

The Actual Results Are Few,and Are Soon 
Told, 

Washington, November 3.—The session of 
the senate will .ong memorable for the 
‘ontest over the bill providing for the repeal] 
of the purchasing clause of the silver pur- 
chasing act of 1890, knowpb as the Sherman 
act. The extraordinary session was called 
for the purpose of accomplishing this repea! 
and the other work accomplished was merely 
incidental. That bili reached senate 
after passing the house on the 2Sth of Au- 
gust, and was not passed by the senate unti 
the S0th of October. How, for ha. 
tenths, the senate contended over the 
involved, but at last brought the bill through 
and passed it by a safe majority, are ai] mat- 
ters of record and are famiiiar to the public. 
The biil provides, in effect. for the cessation 
of the purchase and coinage of siiver, and 
may be said to mark a revolution in the Cnan- 
lal history of the country. While the 
records show that it was the house bill which 
became a law, that is only technieal, as the 
senate substituted a measure of its own, ana 
the house accepted the subsritute. 

The bili of next greatest importance to the 
repeal bill which passed both houses of con- 
gress is the bill extending the time in which 
(*‘hinese laborers can register under the Chi- 
hese act, known as the Geary law. se 

Much interest attached to the bi) providing 
for a bridge across the Hudson at New York. 
This bi) passed both houses. 

Of the 1,152 bijis which have been intro- 
duced in the senate during the session W hich 
closed today, only twelve have passed that 
body. and of these. only three have passed 
the house of representatives, received the 
prsident’s sigwature and become laws. of 
the three new jaws, one fs in aid of the mid- 
winter international exposition, to be hed 
in San Francisco, another graats certain sel- 
tiers in Oklahoma territory the right to com- 
mute their homestead entries, and the third 
re'ates to c'erks In the office of the com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia.

Brunswick Hasa Doctor Who Says There 
Has Been No Yellow Fever There, 
Although His Patients Die.

Brunawick, Ga., November 3.—Twenty- 
four new cases of yellow fever were re- 
ported today, nine of which were whites, 
as follows: 

W. W. Hall, Hattie Ogree, Eugene Cra- 
mer, Ralph Braswell, J. H. Hickman, 
Frank Fonda. relapsed. Catharine Niles, 
Lucy Niles and James Booth. 

Fourteen patients were discharged, five 
of them being whites. 

No deaths were reported officially today. 
One death, that of Jim Long, a Chinese 
waiter emplored Chu Hall’s Chinese res- 
taurant. was not reported at all up to 6 
o’clock tonight by Dr. Davis, the attending 
physician. 

Dr. Davis has positively denied the ex- 
istence of yellow fever ™m Brunswick, but 
an autopsy by Surgeon Murray and all the 
local and visiting physicians held this after- 
noon, disclosed yellow fever with all the 
accompanying symptoms. 

Back vomit was found in large quanti- 
ties. The post-mortem was held at 3 
o'clock, six hours after death. 

The patient was a consumptive. Dr. Da- 
vis not being in the employ of the govern- 
ment and his actions during this epidemic 
being so peculiar, Surgeon Murray and the 
physicians are now satisfied that a large 
number of the patients he bas reported as 
malaria, had genuine yellow fever. 

Dr. Bowen, of The World, has been 
called home by his paper to assist in the 
work at that end of the line. His recep- 
tion here and the attention shown him was 
sincere and cordial. His treatment of 
Brunswick and her people was just and 
fair. 

It is rumored here tonight that ene case 
of genuine yellow fever has developed at 
Camp Detention jn, the person of a sailor 
en route to another port. The rumor, while 
not officially confirmed, has been fully in- 
vestigated and appears to be correct.

Many mothers are flee- 
ing with their young ones.

Georgia’s Senate Imitates the Big One 
at Washington. 


TWO HOURS OF FILIBUSTERING. 


That, However, Did Not Save the 


Cigarette Bill. 


MR. HAM LOOKS OUT FOR THE TEACHERS 


He Is Trying to Get the Stateto Peay Them 
More Promptly—Many Members Fail 
to Get Leave of Absence. 


The legislature had its first dose of fili- 
buster yesterday and the senate furnished 

the fun. 

For two hours that body was tied up by 
motions to adojurn and motions to table 
sandwiched one after the other, twelve 
men holding the senate where it was abso- 
jutely powerless to transact business. And 
they might have held ft in that shape until 
now, had they not determined that it was 
uselees to keep up the fight. 

After motions to adjourn and motions to 
table had been voted down several times, 
and it became clearly evident that the mi- 
nority was filibustering, Mr. Wooten made 
the point on a motion to adjourn that it 
was not in order as no progress had been 
made by the senate since the motion to 
adjourn which preceded it. That motion 
to adjourn was followed by a motion to ta- 
ble—the consideration of Which Mr. Wooten 
claimed did not constitute progress, as in- 
tended by the senate rule. 

President Clay decided against him. The 
president based his decision on one of Colo- 
nel W. A. Little’s, when speaker, who 
held that the motion to table was business 
and that acting upon it was progress within 
the meaning of the rules of the legislat- 
ure. . 

This decision means that nine men who, 
acting together, will demand the ayes anid 
Mays can by means of these two motions, 
tie up the senate at any time. 

The Case in Point. 

It was the cigarette bill that furnished 
the reason for the fight and the filibustering 
was done by friends of the bill who thought 
snap judgment was being taken on them. 

After preliminary routine business the

cigarette bill came up under a motion of 
Mr. Persons to disagree to the report of the 
committee. 

Mr. Humphreys moved that the bill be 
made a special order for Wednesday, the 
15th. This motion was supported by him- 
self and Senator Charley Smith and was 
opposed by Senator Persons. Those who 
favored the motion claimed that certain 
members who were known to be friends of 
the bill, had left the city for home under 
the impression, if not absolute guarantee, 
that the bill would not come up today. 
Speaking for senatorial courtesy they asked 
a postponewent. 

The ayes and nays were called on this 
motion and it was lost by a vote of 15 to 
16. Those who voted for postponement 
were Messrs. Blalock, Chambers, Corput, 
Daley, Edwards, Mleming, Humphreys, 
McAfee, Moore, Robbe, Sirmans, Smith of 
the. nineteenth, Smith of the thirty-fourth, 
Wooten and Wright of the first. Those 
Voting in the negative were Messrs. Craw- 
ford, Gholston, Hackett, Jenkins, Mat- 
thews, Persons, Pope, Reaves, Reese, Rem- 
bert, Rebinson, Russell, Smith of the for- 
ty-first, Wilson of the eleventh, Wilcox and 
Wright of the thirty-eighth. 

Of those who voted in the aftirmative 
Messrs. Robbe, Smith of the nineteenth 
and Wooten were known to be opposed to 
the bill and this afterwards developed jt- 
self. 

‘Then came up the motion of Mr. Persons 
to disagree with the report of the commit- 
tee. Mr. Humphreys made a short speech 
against it and ended b¥ moving to table the 
bill and the amendment. On this the vote 
was—ayes, 14; nays, 17; Mr. Wooten 
changing his vote. 

The Filibustering Again. 

‘Then the filibustering began by a motion 
of Mr. Corput to adjourn until Monday 
morning, at 11 o'clock. The eall for the uves 
and nays on this brought out the real senti- 
ment of the senate on the merits of the 
bill, twelve votes being cast for adjourn- 
ment and nineteen against. 

This motion was followed by one of Mr. 
Humphreys to table the bil, which was de- 
feated by the same vote. That was fol- 
lowed by a motion to adjourn and then one 
to table alternately until twelve votes had 
been taken. ¢ 

The vote was practically the same 
throughout until the eleventh, when Mr. 
leming announced that he was willing to 
postpone but did not believe in daliving 
along this way, and changed to the nega- 
tive. 

It looked as if this sort of thing would 
be kept up indefinitely. The opponents of 
the bill announced that they would con- 
tinue the session until the bill was disposed

minority were inclined to weaken on this, 
and a recess was asked for. 

Then came a short conference, during 
which the minority made a thorough can- 
vass of the absentees and saw they could 
under no circumstance count on more than 
nineteen votes for the bill, four less than 
the required constitutional majority, so they 


decided to give up the fight. 


The Minority Gives In. 

After the recess, Mr. Smith, of the thirty- 
fourth, representing the friends of the 
bill, stated that they had done all that 
could be expected of them in order that 
courtesy be extended to the absent mem- 
bers; and having done what they believed 
to be their duty they withdrew the last 
motion. Upon a vete on the motion of 
Mr. Persons to disagree to the report of 
the committee the call for the ayes and 
nays showed that the friends of the bill 
were: 

Messrs. Blalock, Chambers, Corput, Da- 
ley, Edwards, Ileming Humphreys, Me- 
Afee, Moore, Sirmans. Smith of the thirty- 
fourth and Wright of the first. 

Those who opposed the passage of the 
bill were: 

Messrs. Crawford, Gholston, Hackett, 
Jenkins, Matthews, Persons, Pope, Reaves, 
Reese, Rembert, Robbe, Robinson, Russell, 


Smith of the nineteenth, Smith of the for-- 


ty-first, Wilson of the eventh, Wilcox, 
Wooten and Wright of the thirty-eighth. 

On this vote the motion to agree carried 
and exactly the same vote defeated the 
bill. 

When it came to a vote on its merits, 
Mr. Jenkins, in casting his vote, said that 
Mr. Hatcher had asked him to pair with 
him, but he found that, under the rules, he 
could not. He cast his vote, therefore, in 
the negative with his explanation. 

The bill was dead. Official information 
to that effect was immediately transmitted 
to the house, and the cruel war was over.

Representatives Make a Kush to Get Away, 
but Are Disappointed. 

There were quite a number of interesting 
measures before the house yesterday aud 
several quite important ones. 

Coming under both heads was the bill 
introduced by Colonel Ham for the issue 
of bonds to pay off the interest on the pub- 
lic debt maturing this year.

allots fur the crimes of which they were con- 
victed. To illustrate, there are certain 
degrees of larceny formerly punished by 
twenty years imprisonment for which the 
new code fixes elglt yeurs as ua maximus. 
lt is desired to have both laws go into er- 
fect as nearly together as possible, aud Mr. 
IKumsey’s bill, if passed, will release a great 
many LOlgs- Cline CULVICLS, 

The bul of Mr. West, of Lowndes, to 
secure uniformity in school books, and to 
appoint a scheol bovk commission is of im- 
portance and will be fiercely contested both 
ways. Its purpose is to adopt a regular 
system in textbooks used at schools, and do 
away With the frequent changes that have 
Deen the cause of much complaint in the 
past. 

Mr. Moseley, of Cobb, introduced an in- 
teresting bill to make it a feony to, for re- 
venge, threaten to destroy any gin or other 
property by burning. This is directed at 
the whitecaps, agaiust whom some legisla- 
tion has been already aimed, and is de- 
signed to effect the punishment of the au- 
thors of the skull and cruss bones letters of 
warning. 

Everybody Wanted to Go. 

But the most interesting incident of the 
day's session in the house was the man- 
ner in Which it closed. A little_after noon. 
Speaker Atkinsun Called the attention of 
the members to the fact that while the votes 
just taken showed only about 125 present, 
there were at least fifty applications for 
leave of absence upon his desk. “Ll would 
urge upon the members,” he said; “to with- 
draw their applications except in cases 
where they ile called to their homes by 
illness or providential causes.” ‘ 

Several members arose and began te ex- 
plain the special causes that necessitated 
their absense, but they were ruled out of or- 
der and the regular business 
proceeded with. 

It was very nearly lL o'clock when the ap- 
phcation for leaves of absence were taken 
up for action. The first twelve read all 
specified family illness or important 
ness and received a grudging passage, 
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BRANOH ON THE FLOOR. 
more than balf a dozen members voting at 
all. The thirteenth application was from 
Mr. W ileox, of Coffee. No reason was as- 
signed in lt, it Was merely a request for a 
few days’ leave. When this application 
was put to a vote there was a feeble echo 
of noes and the speaker ruled that it was 
refused. 

This brought several members to their 
feet., among them Mr. Harrison. of (Juit- 
man, who was recognized by the chair and 
made a brief, but emphatic speech. y 
member, he said, was responsitim to his 
consutuency and if his excuse for absence 
Was trivial, unnecessary and unconsequen- 
tial they and not the house would mete out 
the punishment. At about this 
juncture Mr. Harrison happened 
to remark that he had in an application 
himself and the members were unkind 
enough to greet the announcement with a 
hearty laugh. Here Mr. Candler made a 
motion to adjourn to Monday next and 
while a general discussion of the proposi- 
tion Was in progress Mr. Hill. of Meri- 
wether, brought matters to a sudden concli- 
sion by calling the speaker's attention to 
the fact that the regular hour for adjourn- 
ment had arrived. As a matter of fact it 
was exactly 1 o'clock. Speaker Atkinson 
gvanced at the clock and inquired of the 
clerk whether there was any provision for 
receiving applications for leave of absence 
after the regular hour. 

“No, sir,” he replied. 

“The house then stands adjourned.” said 
the speaker, tapping the desk with his 
gavel. 


The members who had in leaves of ab- 


sence not yet acted upon were considerably 
perturbed at this abrupt conclusion. 
good many of them announced their inten- 
tion of going anyhow. Others put as good 
a face as possible upon it and said that 
they would stay. 

As matters now stand it is questionable 
whether there will be a quorum at roll call 
today.

House resolution, No. 84, relative to the 
Joint session fer the purpose of listening to 
the address of Dr. Boggs, chancellor of 
the State university, was taken from the 
table and the senate amendment fixing the 
time at S o'clock vp. m.. next Wednesday. 
was discussed. This was amended by Mr. 
Fleming to make the hour at noon and thus 
passed and returned to the senate. 
The ‘enchera’ Pay 

It is almost universally conceded that the 
most Hmportant question before the present 
general assembly is some legislation looking 
to the quarterly payment of the teachers 


in the public schools. At the last session 
of the assembly Colonel Ham, of Hall, 
intreduced two bils.,one to fund the interest 
On the public debt for six months of the 
present year so as to allow the money to 
go to the payment of the teachers, and 
the other providing the machinery for its 
distribution. 

The funding bill passed the house, but 
when it reached the senate a question 
of its constitutionality was raised, the point 
being that as the constitution provided 
that the bonded debt of the state should 
never be increased, the bonds could not be 
issued. The friends of the measure pointed 
out that at the time of the adaption of the 
constitution the bonded debt was in round 
figures $10,000,000, which has now been re- 
duced to the neighborhood of $8,000,000, 
and hence, even if these bonds were issued 
we would still be far below the himit fixed 
by the constitution. However, the bill 
failed of passage in the senate and the 
teachers still go unpaid. 

Yesterday a new bill was introduced in 
the house by Colonel Liam looking to thie 
sume end, and when asked about it he 
said: 

“The difference between the house and 
senate last year was an honest one, turn- 
ing entirely wpon the -onstitutionality of 
the bill. I have found that in thinking 
over the matter some of the senators have 
modified their views. The friends of the 
measure have been actively engaged in 
some effort to bring the friends and oppo- 
nents of the bill together. The commit- 
tees on edueation and finance of the house 
appointed subcommittees and invited the 
like committees of the senate to appoint 
subcommittées, all the subcommittees to 
meet together and consider the question. 

“The committee made up of the subcom- 
mittges, consisting of Masars. Blalock, 
Rotbe, Wilcox, Wilson. of the thirteenth, 
and Smith, of the fifteenth, of the senate, 
and Messrs. Candler, Bennett, Fleming, 
Hendon, Howard and myself, of the house, 
met yesterday afternoon. Senator Robbe 
was made chairman of the joint commit- 
tee. 

“After a full and free discussion of the 
question it was the sense of the committee 
that the funding of the’ interest on the 
publie glebt was the only practical way to 
get thé money, but the house members of 
the committee were averse to doing natyv- 
thing which would seem in the nature of 
a criticism of the former action of the 
senate by sending to them again a measure 
which they had disapproved, unless it could 
be made clear that it was not so intended 
or that the senators themselves were Wil- 
ling to again consider it. 

“It was further suggested that as the ad 
verse action was taken wholly on the con- 
stitutional question, that the opponents 
of the measure would in all probability 
he willing to allow the bill to puss with 
the understanding that an injunctien should 
at once be brought to restrain the treasurer 
from issuing the bonds and let the question 
be passed upon by the courts.” 

“And so you have introduced the bill?’ 

“Yes, as the senators were sure. that 
no one would misunderstand it as a reflec- 
tion on the former action of the senate and 
no ‘attempt to them, in 
order to save time, I have = intro- 
duced the bill today so it eould be re- 
ferred to the finance committee and take 
its Way toward the senate. In the mean- 
time the senators will have the matter un- 
der consideration and will, we are 
be prepared to meet the question in a fair 
and generous spirit when it comes before 
them.” 

“There will be no trouble in the house?” 

“No, I think not. It passed before by 
a large majority, and a year at home among 
their people has but intensified the convie- 
tions of members and they came back for- 
tified with the approval of their constitu- 
ents. I have high hope that at last we 
will remedt* the injustice so long done the 
hard-worked and poorly-pjaid teachers of 
our state.” , ’ 
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At Their Peri. 

Those members who absent themselves 
without leave of absence today will do so 
at the peril of their pay. The statute on 
the subject, section 199, says: “If any 
member is detained by sickness after leav- 
ing home in Coming to. or is unable to at- 
tend the house after he has arrived at 
the seat of government, he is entitled to the 
same daily pay as an attending member, 
but ne member shall receive pay for absent 
tine, unless on account of sickness of him- 
self or family, or by express leave of the 
house of which he is a member.”

This is genuine plaiform talk. Tariff 
reform is a vague, an unmeaning term. 
Merely to reform the tariff is to leave 
in it the Insidious elements of protection 
for the sake of protection. Chairman 
Wilson is correct when he refuses to call 
the proposed democratic measure a tariff 
bill. It is essentially a revenue bill. 
One may search in vain in the plank of 
the democratic platform that decals with 
the tariff for any allusion to “tariff re- 
form.” There is no command to simply 
“reform” the tariff. Zut there is a com- 
mind, made obligatory by the endorse- 
nem of the people to wipe out of the tariff 
the unconstitutional element, and to levy 
taxes on imports solely for the purposes 
of revenue. The platform denounces pro- 
fection as unconstitutional, and denounc- 
es the McKinlev law as “the culminating 
atrocity of class legislation.” It = de- 
Claires that the poliey of protection, as 
it has been developed in republican legis- 
lation, “fosters po industry so inuch as it 
does that of the sheriff.”’ 

We take Chairman Wilson's announce- 
ment to mean that the democratic tariff 
policy is to be that of the platform, and 


not that of such eastern trimmers as The, 


New York Times, which recently de- 
clared that Mr. Cleveland had kicked out 
the tariff plank befere he took his stand 
on the platform as the nominee of the 
party. The truth is, Mr. Cleveland stands 
squarely on the platform, and he has a 
united party behind him. In his letter 
of acceptance, dated the 26th of Septem- 
ber, 1892, he made this ringing declara- 
tion: 

The dogma {s now boldly presented that 
tariff taxation is justifiable for the express 
purpose and intent of thereby promoting ¢s- 
pecial interests and enterprises. 

Such a proposition is so clearly contrary to 
the spirit of our constitution, and ao directly 
encourages the disturbance, by selfishness and 
greed, of patriotic sentiment, that its state- 
ment would rudely shock our people, if they 
had not already been ins ‘diously allured from 
the safe landmarks of principle. Never have 
honest desire for national growth, patriotic, 
devotion to country and sincere regard for 
those who toil been so betrayed to the sup- 
port of a pernicious doctrine. In its behalf, 
ihe plea that our infant industries should be 
fostered did service until diseredited by our 
stalwart growth; then followed the exigencies 
of a terrible war, which made our people heed- 
less of the opportunities for ulterior se¢hemes 
afforded by their willing and patriotic pay- 
ment of unprecedented tribute; aud now, af- 
ter a lomg period of peace, when our overbur- 
dened countrymen ask for relief and a restora- 
tion to a fuller enjoyment of their incomes 
and earnings, they are met by the claim that 
tariff taxation for the sake of protection is 
an American system, the continuance of which 
is mecessary in order that high wages may be 
paid to our workingmen and a home market 
be provided for our farm products. 

These pretenses should no longer deceive, 
The truth thit such a system is directly 
antagonized by every sentiment of justice and 
fairness of which Americans are pre-em-nently 
proud. 

There never was a 
ward utterance on any subject. It par- 
allels the platform in every sentence. 
The democratic party is, therefore, not 
engaged in the impossible work of re- 
forming a republican tariff. It is pre- 
paring ap epoch-making revenue bill 
which will relieve the people of the 
capntry of the burdens of taxation levied 
for the benefit of millionaire manufac- 
turers. 
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A Great Newspaper's Work. 

Some of our contemporaries are discus- 
sing the newspaper influences on the 
side of unconditional repeal, and they 
almost unanimously agree in giving The 
New York Herald the leading position. 

While we differed with The Herald, 
we can say for it that it conducted the 
anti-silver fight with signal ability, and 
its aggressive methods undoubtedly con- 
tributed more than any other journalistic 
influence to secure the victory of the re- 
penlers.

Da 
Banish Depression! 

The day following the adoption of the 
repeal bill by the senate was marked 
by a remarkable slump in stocks. The 
day after the repeal measure became a 
law, there was another decline in values 
in Wall street. The fact that tuis re- 
sult has followed the clamerous demand 
for repeal that issued forth from the 
center of speculation has set people to 
thinking. We have received several 
letters on the subject, in which our cor- 
respondents appear to draw deductions 
that are not warranted. 

It is too early to draw deductions, and 
too late in the day to make gloomy pre- 
dictions. We know very well the char- 
acter of the claims that have been made 
by the Wall street speculators who have 
betrayed an extreme anxiety to bring 
about the enactment of the repeal bill 
into a law. Our people are familiar 
With these claims. They have been 
dinned into the ears of the public by the 
Wall street elements for many months, 
The campaign has been so clamorous 
and the claims of the speculators were 
put forward with such -an air of ex- 
treme contidence, that the plain and com- 
mon sense business men of. the country 
were inypressed, and became anxious for 
the enactment of a measure that gave 
such promises of prompt and speedy re- 
lief. 

We call attention to the failure of Wall 
sireet to realize the expectations it had 
published to*the world, not for the pur- 
pose of emphasizing the fact, but for 
the purpose of discounting the impres- 
sion it has produced on the minds of 
those who take a too serious view of 
the imporiance of speculation. It is to 
be borne in mind that Wall street does 
not carry on business for the benefit of 
the country at large. Itis composed of 
a conglomeration of individuals—some 
of them good men and others bad men— 
who go into speculation solely for the 
momey there is in it. There is nothing 
especially ennobling or patriotic in the 
business of money getting in Wall street, 
and the compétition—the struggle—the 
scrainble—is so furious and unrelenting 
that all that is mean and selfish in man 
is brought to the surface. This is nat- 
ural and inevitable. It could not be 
otherwise. 

This being the case, we do not think 
it is wise for the people. or even for 
those who have been influenced in their 
views by the powerful clamors and sweet 
promises of Wall street, to permit them- 
selves to be depressed by the fact that 
the course of the stock market has been 
precisely contrary to their expectations. 
There are elements in speculation that 
result in combinations and influences en- 
tirely unforseen and unexpecied, and 
the stock market ever has been and al- 
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ways will be more sensitive to these mo- 
mentary developments than to the dis- 
position or desire of thé people at large. 

Those who realize this fact will not 
be surprised that the speenlative market, 
instead of responding to the promis 
made in behalf of unconditional repeal, 
should have developed a remarkable 
Wertknress—a wenkness precisely in ac- 
eord wiih the predictions of those who 
favored substitute legislation. 

The point we desire to make—and it is 
one worthy of consideration—is that the 
stock market in Wall street, being wholly 
Hader the control af speculative influ- 
ences, is nut immediately, but only re 
metely, subject to infinences likely to re- 
sult from such Jegislation as that which 
involved; the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law. No matter 
What the tendency of repeal may be, 
there ure influences in Wall street that 
dru able, when they enter into even a 
momentary and an aceidental combi- 
nation, to send the prices of stocks up or 
to canse the whole list to collapse, 

We ure of the opinion, in fine, that 
those who gauge business prosperity or 
depression by the wild capers of a specu- 
lative market will deceive themselves. 
No doubt the averages of live or ten 
year periods in Wall street would serve 
as a reasonably accurate measure, but 
the caleulations would have to be made 
and the average struck by some statisti- 
cul expert. 

The people have the elements of pros- 
perity within themselves. It has been 
surgested by more than one writer that 
panics and busmess depression are the 
resulis of the imagination—just as some 
ridiculously insignificant incident will 
stampede an army. When all agree 
that there is a lack of confidence then 
there no more confidence. On the 
other hand, when all agree that there is 
confidence, then there is confidence 
enough and to spare. 

We commend this idea to the people 
Who shake their head at the fall on the 
stock boards of Wall street. We have 
had a period of gloom lasting severil 
mouths. It now time to be gay. 
yood humor has qualities that are con- 
tagious, and hopefulness is easily devel- 
oped into a habit. If the people will 
be hopeful that good times are close at 
hand,. good times are bound to come. 
One law, more or less, ought not to make 
a& very serious inipression on tlic vast 
business interests of this country. it 
is an easy matter for a inan to make 
himself seriously ill, by thinking he is 
ill. Our business men ean cure the de- 
pression which they and the country 
have been the victims of by coming to 
the conclusion that it is time for the de- 
pression to Come to an end. When 
even a& small majority make up their 
minds to this effect, tight times will be 
at once unconditionally repealed. 
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For Ballot Reform. 

The <Australixn ballot bill introduced 
by Representative Doolan, of Chatham, 
as it now stands would apply only to 
the counties having cities with a popula- 
tion of 40,000 or over. Fulton and 
Chatham would. therefore, be the only 
counties affected by the measure. 

Qur readers understand the general 
nature of the Australian ballot system. 
Its main object is to secure fair and 
free elections by protecting voters 
against tbe influences of bribery and in- 
timidation. The most advanced states of 
the union in education, prosperity and 
Civilization have adopted this system and 
they are well pleased with it. 

The pending bill is admirable as far 
as it goes, but we do not like the singular 
spectacle of a special law providing for 
fair elections in only two counties of this 
great state. The bill should be amended 
so as to make its provisions cover every 
county. Let it be made a general state 
law, 30 that its benefits will be enjoyed by 
all, instead of being restricted to a few 
favored counties. 

If the Australian ballot system would 
be a good thing in Fulton and Chatham 
it would be just as beneficial to the 
people of the counties having a popula- 
tion of only a few thousand. It cannot 
be seriously opposed anywhere, because 
fair elections are generally desired, and 
ne candidate or voter need fear a law 
Which secures them. 

We know nothing and care little about 
the details of the bill, provided it is so 
amended as to accomplish its object in 
the shape of a yveneral state law. For- 
tunately, there seems to be no difficulty 
in the way of enlarging its scope, and 
we are zratified to learn that its author, 
Mr. Doolan, will take aciion on that line 
in the committee. The sentiment of 
beth the house and the senate we have 
been assured is favorable to such a bill 
and we see no reason why it should not 
become a law. 

Georgia should adopt this system and 
swibpg into line with the mosi progressive 
of the union which are now en- 
joving the benetits of the safeguards 
which the Australian ballot throws 
around every honest vofer. 
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Satisfactorily Disposed Of, 

The vote of the senate vesterday kill- 
ing the ridi¢eulous measure sent to it by 
the house in the shape of the so-called 
“cigarette bill’ highly satisfaciory, 
not so much on account of the bill itself, 
but more particularly on account of the 
principle involved in such tegislation. 

No doubt many thinking people ure 
amazed that such a bill should have’ 
passed the house. It is hard to under- 
stand how as many as even twelve out of 
forty-four senators should have favored 
such a remarkable piece of sumptuary 
legislation. 4ut a large majority of the 
senate vigorously opposed the establish- 
ment of such a precedent as was in- 
volved in the proposed legislation, and 
for emphatically entering their protest 
against it, in the defeat of the bill,.they 
deserve thanks. 

The Constitution does not intend to be 
put in the attitude of defending ciga- 
reite smoking, or cigar smoking, or the 
use of tobacco in any form. We recog- 
nize the faci that the use of tobaceo, 
particularly by children, is an abuse 
which, instead of being encouraged 
should be heartily discouraged... But it 
is a dangerous remedy to expect the 
State to exercise the funciions of the 
parent. If a father wishes to prevent 
his son from smoking, he should do so 
by invoking inspiration from the divine 
proverb which says that “foolishness is 
bound up in the heart of a child, but 
the rod of correction shall bring it out.” 

Imposing a penalty, and providing for 
punishment for the sale of adulterated 
tobacco, or any other dangerously adul- 
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| terated article, would be a very proper 


measure, abd a law against the use of 
tobaceo by children on the streets or in 
public places, would not be improper. 
tut io say to a man who is old enough 
to be his own masier, that he shall or 
eiall not do this or that, so long as his 
doing so does not-offend society or en- 
danger public morals, is a resort which 
should be attempted only in very ex- 
treine Cases. 

Let us hear no more of such legisla- 
tion as that contemplated in the bill 
which the senate hes just killed, which, 
while intending to prohibit the sale of 
‘igarettes actually nullified itself by the 
provision allowing the sale of “medi- 
cated or cubeb cigarettes,” under which 
qualification the sale of cigarettes, even 
had the proposed measure passed, would 
have gone on practically unobsrructed. 
Even had there been no such qualifica- 
tion. the effort at prohibition would have 
amounted to nothing so long as surroumiid- 
ing cilies and states licensed the sale to 
dealers who would have profited ai the 
expense of this state, and by virtue of 
nonsensical legislation in Georgia.

It has never beem charged against Georgia 
that she was at all niggardly in her treatment 
of this great public charity. Outside of the 
publie debt, it is, and for a long time has been, 
the DdDiggest tax upon her treasury. The En- 
quirer-Sun, however, has suggested on several 
occasions that a careful medical examination 
of the patients now provided for at the 
asylum might deveiop the fact that a consid- 
erable number of patients are there who are 
not insane in the terms of the law and should 
be discharged. We do not Know that such 
an examination has ever been made, but it is 
important that it should be made, and it should 
be made now, so that the legislature can vote 
intelligently on the proposed increase of the 


appropriation. 
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SALARIES OF GEORGIA JUDGES. 


Cedartown Standard: The lower house of 
the general assembly of Georgia has passed 4 
bill to prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
cigarettes and cigarette paper, and one to in- 
crease the number of supreme court judges 
from three to five. The senate ought to reject 
the first and concur in the second by large 
majorities. 

Savannah News: The work of the supreme 
court is increasing all the time. It will not 
be long before it will be @ physical impossi- 
bility for the judges to dispose of all the cases 
brought before them, even if they shonld give 
only slight attention to the less important 
ones. It is full time that something was done 
to relleve the overworked court. and it is the 
duty of thts legislature to provide the relief. 


Augusta Herald: We are glad that there is 
& prospect of the passage of the bill now be- 
fore the legislature for the increase of the 
number of supreme court judges to five. Too, 
it is to be sincerely hoped that the bill increas- 
Ing the compenyation of the superior court 
judges will pass. There wust be sufficient 
compensation to induce able men to go on and 
reinain on the benches. Executives may go 
wrong, legislative branches may err and be 
wrongfully influenced, The reliance of the 
people is in an abla and incorruptible judicia- 
ry. It is the first duty of the state to provide 
for and protect the courts of the state.

GEORGIA AND STATE BANKS. 

Macon Telegraph: The United States govern- 
meut cannot prolr.bit stvte banks from issuing 
notes to be used as money, and have attention 
pawl to its command. It would be exceeding 
the power delegated to it by the constitution, 
and its action would be he!id to be null and 
void by the courts. The act imposing a 10 
per cent tax on the issue of state banks is « 
case in po.nt. It ought to be repealed, if 
for no other reason, because it is a false pre- 
tense. Through it congress does indirectly 
what it is prohibited from doing directly. 

Athens Bagoner: The southern press ie prac- 
ticaily unanimous in its call upon congress 
to repeal the 10 per cent tax on state banks. 
And behind that call is the practically unan- 
imous wish of the southern people. And in 
addition to all that the great and growing 
west Wishes the same thing. And a great and 
solid reason for such action on the part of 
congress is the plank in the democratic plat- 
form calling for its repeal. Mr. Cleveland and 
congress should not fail to act in this matter. 
It is a plain demand on the part of the peo. 
ple of the party. With proper safeguards, 
state banks will meet the demands of the 
people for a flexible and safe medium of ex- 
change.

AUGUSTA AND THE ONE-CENT RATE. 


Convention of Railway Postal Clerks in 
New Orleans—Anti-Scalper Law in 
Texas—Other Happenings. 


Comm. ssioner FE. B. Stahlman, of the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association, left 
yesterday for Nashville, where he wiil remain 
several days, returning to Atlanta in time to 
preside over the meeting of the executive 
board of the assoc.ation, which is to be held 
in Atlanta next Tuesday. 

This ueeting, which will be one of the most 
important that has ever been held by the 
board, was to have been. this week, but owing 
tv the fact that mauy of the leading members, 
who reside in New York, could not eome tg 
At'anta to atiend it, the meeting was post- 
poned until next Tuesday, when a full attend- 
ANCE iss expected to be ready for the work that 
is before the board. 

All of the big questions that so materially 
affect the situation of southern railroads to- 
day, and which have from time to time been 
haualied by the rate committees amd various 
subcomm. tiees Of the association, will come up 
for a settlement permanently. 

It has even been rumored that serious differ- 
ences between some af the roads, growing out 
of the disturbances in Macon recently over the 
cotton traffic apportionment for the season, 
wil be brought to the consideration of the 
executive board for arbitration. This, how- 
ever, is regarded by prominent members of the 
assocuton bere and by the commissioner him- 
self as a mere rumor, such as sometimes will 
colle to the surface among enthusiastic rivals 
fur patronage among the railroads. It is 
thought that the railroad men in Macon who 
have been rabsing such a row over the division 
of traffic will be easily brought to terms. The 
system of appurtioning the cotton crop from 
year fs year certainly cannot be go badiy 
fih.sundersiood as to Cause sue icki 
ihe purt of any of the iineaae : — = 

The plan was tirst udopted iast year, and as 
a rite it Was a success. All of the railroads 
were willing to be given an allotment of the 
crop of an average of what they had carried 
in past years.

Augusta’s Cheap Ratea.

Building Inspector Wants Fire Escapes 
on the Tall Buildings. 


FOURTEEN CASES MADE YESTERDAY. 


The Building Inspector Discovers That a 
Number o: Big Buildings Are W itb- 
out Necessary Fire Escapes. 


The habitual loungers in Judge Andy 
Calhoun’s court will be regaled with quite 
a novel spectacle today when the appear- 
ance of fourteen wealthy and prominent 
gentlemen of the city before his honor will 
for a time supersede the consideration of 
alley fights and cases of plain drunks. 

The building inspector suddenly awoke 
yesterday morning after a Rip Van Winkle 
sleep of several years and made the dis- 
covery that several very tall buildings in 
the city didn’t have fire escapes nailed to 
their back windows, and that the owners 
were violating the city law. Fresh from 
this discovery he posted down to police head- 
quarters and poured the story into Chief 
Conndily’s ear. 

The chief chewed his blonde mustache 
for a few moments and then called in his 
faithful caliman, John Abbott, and issued 
an order. A few minutes later Abbott 
issued forth from the police station, one 
of his pockets bulging out with a big batch 
of papers. He called on fourteen gentle- 
men, each of whom owns a tall building 
in the city, and left one of his litt’e white 
slips of paper. The gentlemen all looked 
surprised and said they’d be there. 

When Abbott returned to pvlice head- 
quarters after making nis rounds, be sur- 
prised Station House Keeper Joiner by 
having the following names entered upon 
the police docket: G. T. Dodd, E. fF. 
Gould. John McMillan, Henry Jackson, 
Venable brothers. John H. James, Dr. E. 
L. Connaky, J. M. High, John A. Fitten, 
R. B. Bullock, J. W. Grant, W. Woods 
White, Wash Lyons. 

The technical charge entered opposite 
the names of these gentlemen was that of 
violating section 576 of the city code. The 
gentlemen against whom the cases were 
made were just a little bit surprised when 
Otticer Abbott presented them with the lit- 
tle otticial billets-doux issued by the chief, 
citing them to appear in the recorder’s court 
today. 

The section under which the cases were 
made reads as follows: ‘That all bui-dings 
three or more stories in height, not includ- 
ing basements, used as a factory, workshop, 
lodge room, hotel, boarding house, public 
hall or sleeping place, shall have thereon 
a suitable, substantial inside or outside fire 
escape, of such character and = material 
as may be required by the mayor and gener- 
al council. ‘rhe character and material of 
such escape shall have reference to the 
location and surroundings of each building, 
and also whether such escape shall be lo- 
cated on the front, rear or side of any build- 
ing, or on the inside or outside, and-as to 
the portion of any building on which fire 
escapes to be placed fronts on a pub- 
lie street or alley or otherwise. All fire 
escapes, however, shall be of sufficient 
strength and occupy such position and be 
connected with such platform or landing, 
or otherwise as to be safe and practicable 
of use on occasions when such use may be 
necessary.” 

lt seems that a number of the largest 
buildings in the city have been without 
these fire escapes. The Gould building, 
on Decatur street, the Grant building at the 
corner of Marietta and Broad streets, the 
Jackson building on Pryor street, the Dodd 
building on the opposite: corner, the Gate 
City National bank building and many 
others are amenable to the section under 
which the cases were made yesterday. The 
danger attending the absence of escapes on 
these tall buildings is obvions. ‘A fire in 
one of them might result in considerable loss 
of life. 

The penalty for failure to have these 
escapes is a fine not exceeding $100, or 
imprisonment in the city.stockade for thir- 
tv days, one or both, in the discretion of 
the recorder. The law is very explicit on 
the subject, and even goes so far as to 
prescribe the character of the fire escapes.

Mrs. L. S. Calhoun, who has figured be- 
fore the public in a very conspicuous light 
several times recently, made a hard fight 
for the character of her home in Recorder 
Calhoun’s court yesterday afternoon, and 
won a quatified victory. 

Perhaps twenty of ber immediate neigh- 
bors appeared to testify to the disorderly 
character of the house. All agreed that its 
general reputation was bad, but excepting 
the instances where Witnesses had seen Dren 
aud women hugging on the back porch, seen 
fights there, seen people guing in and out 
late at night and heard of beer being sent 
there at night, there was a lack of explicit 
testimony. 

Mrs. Calhoun appeured in a very sober 
costume of dark green, and sat very quietly 
Without betraying the least agitation while 
the trial was in progress. She was once 
@ very fascinating woman, and very mark- 
ed traces of her former beauty still linger. 
Her little son accompanied her. She was 
represented by Colonel W. H. Hulsey. 

Attorney Hulsey remarked facetiously 
that but few of the witnesses were absent 
formidable array of Mus.

As soon as 1 came here le spowed 
up at my house, although | asked him to 
keep away. In all my quurrels with him 
my wife leaned towurd biw. 

“He would drink laudanum and 
us by pretending that he was going to kill 
himself. He had us running all over town 
one night hunting a ductor by saying that 
he had swallowed two ounces of laudanum. 
Hw told us about his quarrel with his wife, 
and of the termination of their married 
life about two weeks ago.’ As he spoke of 
these things Cafthoun was visibly affected, 
and his lips quivered.

The girl had been sent on an errand by 
her aunt, Jennie Wilson, with whem she 
lives, and was returning in company with 
two smaller children, when Johnsen ap- 
proached them. They knew him and an- 
ticipated no harm at his hands until he 
caught the older child of the party and 
threw her down. She screamed loudly for 
assistance and to still her Johnson 
stuffed his handkerchief into her mouth. 

The girl continued to struggle. but was 
overcome by her assailant, while the smai- 
er children yelled at the tup of their voices. 
The cries brought the aunt of the 
saulted girl to the scene, and as she 
proached Johnson ran. 

‘The womar took the wounded 
her home and then notified her 
of the assault. News of it was telephoned 
to police headquarters and Captain Manly 
sent out Mounted Officers Tysor and Conn 
to arrest the young brute. Near the 
southern suburbs of the city the officers 
got on the track of Johnson and after 
chasing him an hour finally succeeded in 
catching him. Meantime the neighbors of 
Jennie Wilson had become greatly excited 
over the outrage, and the sentiment of the 
crowd Was not at all favorabse to the pris- 
oner.

He Called for a Copy of the Registered 
Voters of Macon. 


MR. SMITH DECLINED TO GIVE IT. 


Now the Only Way to Get It Is Through 
the Courte~Footpads Hold Up 
Two Young Men. 


Macon, Ga., November  3.--(Special.)— 
Everything is politics now and today 
brought quite the greatest sensation of the 
campaign up to date. 

The two candidates for mayoralty honors 
are Henry Horne and Bob Smith, as they 
are familiarly known by their acqnain- 
tances. ‘They are aggressive men apd hard 
fighters. 

Mr. Horne is generally understood to 
stand for everything in sight as to voters, 
with a good, solid platform, but, so far as 
his administration policy is concerned, 
should he be elected, it is understood that 
it will be unlike past administrations in 
some respects. In other words he is con- 
sidered the anti-administration candidate. 

Mr. Smith, by reason of his connection 
with the present administration and his 
close persoual friendship for the gentlemen 
composing its official body, ix understood 
to be the administration candidate, with a 
platform that is as meritorious as could be 
presented. 

Wants the List. 

But the sensation came when Mr. Horne 
went to the city hall today, the official 
domicile of the faction he is supposed to 
be fighting, and demanded a copy ot the 
registration list, and was turned down by 
Bridges Smith. 

The system of registration in vogue at 
the city hall has been discussed a good 
deal of late. In other cities it is custom- 
‘ary to publish the registration lists in the 
daily papers and hence the chances for ir- 
regularities are few and there is litte room 
for dissatisfaction. In this city, however, 
it is said that the system is loose and 
little information is vouchsafed the anx- 
ious inquirer in regard to the status of af- 
fairs. On yesterday Mr. Horne made a 
formal demand on Clerk Bridges Smith 
for a copy of the registration list through 
his attorney, Colonel N. E. Harris. Mr. 
Smith replied that he did not feel author- 
ized to comply without the consent of the 
mayor or city attorney City Attorney 
Wimberly is out of the eity, but It was 
rumored this morning that mandamus pro- 
ceedings would be inatituted immediately 
to obtain access to the lists if they were not 
forthcoming, and possibly the entire rezis- 
tration up to date might be thrown out and 
a new start would have to be made.

THE DOCTORS DISAGREE. 


Some Favor the Bill to License Physicians, 
While Others Are Against It. 

The meeting of the general judiciary com- 
mittee of the house, held last night. to eon- 
sider the bill recently introduced to provide 
for a board to examine and Jicense physi- 
cians in this state, developed the fact that 
there is considerable division among the 
doctors of this state as te the wisdom of 
such a law, 

The bill stipulates that there shal? be a 
board to examine applicants to practice 
inedicine in this state, consisting of sixteen: 
that thirteen of these shall be from the 
school of alopaths, two from the school of 
homeopaths and one from the eclectie 
school. 

The opposition to the bill appearing at 
the meeting of the committee consists 
chiefly of representatives of the homeo- 
pathic and eclectic schools. 

One of the propositions of the opponents 
of the biN was to substitute for the bill 
another, leaving the construction of the ex- 
amining board the same, but allowing an 
applicant to be examined in materia medica 
and therapeutics to be examined by mem- 
bers of his own school.

BALLEW INDICTED. 


Charged with Holding Back a Large 
Amount of Pension Money. 


HiS SON A PARTY TO THE BILL. 


P. BR. Smith, a Legalized Distiller, Indicted 
for Trying to Defraud the Government, 
The Grand Jury Adjourns. 


_—_._. — 


A number of true bills was returned by 
the United States grand jury yesterday af- 
ternoon, 

A. W. Ballew and his son, Hurley Bal- 
lew, of Rome, Ga., were indicted on the 
charge of withholding pension money, and 
I’. R. Smith, a government distiller, for 
illegally conspiring to defraud the United 
States in the manufacture of spirituous 
liquor. Smith is charged with having an 
ally in his eriminal enterprise and that, 
while his distillery was licensed, he magu- 
factured too much of the “overjoyful.”’ 

Both stories are good ones, and will be 
read with much interest. 

iHe Kept Back the Money. 

The charge against A. W. Ballew is that 
of holding back a large sum of pension 
money, belonging to a negro woman, for 
whom the money was obtained. 

The negro woman's name, as furnished 
by the indictment, is Lucy Burrell, and the 
amount of money withheld from her that 
of S1,SS7.54. 

Colonel Ballew, a practicing attorney of 
Rome, Ga., was employed by the negro 
woman to secure for her a pension from the 
government, her husband having been a 
soldier of the United States, properly re- 
cognized. 

The case was decided in favor of the ap- 
plicant, and a check for $3,774.54 was 
drawn in favor of the pensioner. This 
check, it is charged, passed through the 
hands of the attorney, and was payable 
to Lucy Burrell’s order at the First Nation- 
al bank of Rome, Ga. She was induced 
by her attorney to go with him to the bank, 
where the money was counted out in her 
presence and placed in her hat. Instead of 
allowing her to keep it, however, the money 
was deposited in the bank, as a matter of 
safety, and a ticket for the amount was 
given her as a receipt. 

After this she was taken to the attorney's 
office, to quote the bill of indictment, where 
she was made to sign a check, or rather 
to make her mark, on the pretext that the 
amount was for only $25, and the money 
was to be turned over to ger son for the 
purpose of making a visit to his sister, who 
was ill. Instead of a eheck, however, for 
this small amount the paper called for 
FI,SS7.54, and was payable to the order 
of Turley Ballew, the attorney's son. The 
check was afterwards endorsed by the 
younger Ballew, and the mauont collected 
and appropriated to the credit of the firm, 

Another count of the indictment preferr- 
ed charged against the elder Ballew for 
collecting excessive charges out of the ne- 
gro woman for prosecuting her claim for 
pension money against the United States. 

A separate indictment was brought 
against Hurley Ballew as a party to the 
ubove alleged fraud. 

An LDilegal Annex. 

The other indictments were against a 
legalized distiller of the mountain dew, 
who went beyond the limits of the law in 
making more whisky than he was allowed. 
was charged, in one of the bills, that 

e had used improper influences in making 
certain offers, which were calculated to 
bribe the oflicers of the law into allowing 
him to run his distillery on a big scale, 
with a little tax. 

The other charge is that in this proposi- 
tion he finally sneceeded. In addition to 
the legal amount of whisky he made a 
great deal more, which he carried away 
from the still. and thus defrauded the gov- 
ernment out of a neat little sum of money. 

But to give the charges separately and 
more in detail—it is «claimed that on the 
loth September, 1895, a storekeeper 
and gauger of the United States govern- 
ment, J. W. Martin by namé, was sent 
by Collector Trammell to the place of busi- 
Distiller Smith. While there he 
was made an offer by a shrewd distiller 
to the following effect: If he, the gauger, 
would allow him to make more whisky 
than the prescribed amount, he, Smith, 
would see to if that the revenue ofheer 
Cleared as much as $4 a day. In other 
words his proposition was simply a divis- 
ion of the illegal spoils arising from the 
contract. The gauger, however. happened 
to be an honest man and the offer was met 
With an absolute refusal. 

A few days later, so the story goes, anoth 
er gauger, D.C. Jones, paid a visit to the 
iMstiller and was treated with the Same hos- 
pitalitv. A similar offer was made which 
Was likewise refused. 

finally, however, a ganger by the name 
of T. M. Withrow Went over ihe 
distiller, and without cgnsulting precedents 
in the matter, winked at the offer of the 
enterprising distiller. The resnul 
cording to the allegations, they entered 
into a compact and thus the government 
was defrauded, and out of a licensed: stil] 
was brought forth a large amount of jlle- 
Suiityv. 

Indictments were brought against Smith 
and Withrow jointly, and aguiust 
Sinith individually. 

Adjournment of the Grand Jury. 

The graml jury, which has been in ses- 
Siok almost continuouosly for several 
weeks, adjourned yesterday afternoon until 
the 2Oth of the present month. 

The clerk will now have a breathing spell, 
as a large part of the business of the oftice 
was entailed by the findings of the grand 
jury. 

Judge Newman will leave for Columbus, 
(ra.. this afternoon or tomorrow and will 
hold court at that place for several days. 
He will be accompanied by the entire force 
of the court, including the district attor- 
ney and his assistants, the clerk, the mar- 
shal and several other officers of the law. 
It will be quite a delegation in the interest 
of law and order.
